Proposed paragraph 5(2)(a) stipulates that, before they are completed, 
incomplete vehicles are subject to the requirements of the standards set out in 
Schedules IV and VI, to the extent that they govern the components of the vehi- 
cle. The amendment would come into force one year after the date of its regis- 
tration.

FOOD AND DRUGS 


Fees in Respect of Medical Devices Regulations, amendment, to proposes a fee 
reduction provision for medical device establishment licensing fees which are 
scheduled to come into effect on January 1, 2000. New information from stake- 
holders indicates that the original approved fees would have a negative impact 
on some unique, low volume product lines, such as motorized patient lifts and 
neck braces.

In addition, the $2,530 
initial licensing fee would be revoked. A remission of $410 would be granted 
automatically to those who have paid the $2,530 fee for the year 2000. (Pub-
